Prospects o'f the repeal of some of 


the war taxes are diminishing and th» 
war revenue bill now In conference 
will fail to become a law at this ses- 
sion, if the judgment of several mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means commit- 
tee is correct. There is no'disposition 
on the ipart of the senate or house conr 
forces to yield anything to each other, 
and both sides to the controversy are 
stubbornly 'contending for their

spective propositions. 


More or less bitterness is manifested

j pecially is true of the house conferees, 
• who are contending for a right given 


to the house by the constitution—that 
is, the right to originate revenue meas- 
ures.

'.Major Anderson abandoned his posi-

'ceinber, 1800, without orders from 
jiWashingtou and for the reason, as he

lie believed that the state government 
of,South Carolina meditated a hostile 
net. The day after Anderson retired to 
'Sumter the governor of South Carolina 
'sent him a courteous but peremptory 
•request to return to Moultrie. Ander- 
Jeon replied that he- "could not and 
Voiild not" return.

an understanding with President Buch- 
|anan that no re-enforcements should

1 'risen of 'Mouttrle to Sum'ter Anderson 
jhad re-enforced the latter. That same 
,day an armed steamer sent a party to 
seize Castle Pinckney, and a demand 
was made for the surrender of the 
.IJnlted States arsenal at Charleston. 


SoTne one In authority had the nerve 


to stand by 'Aiiderson, and on Jan. 5 
orders were sent to Lieutenant Charles 
R. Woods of the Ninth infantry, then 
on duty'at Fort Columbus, New York 
harbor, to proceed to Charleston on 


. the steamer Star of the West and carry 


itroops to Fort Sumter. Within a few 
ihours after receiving the order Woods 
embarked with 200 men, two officers and 
a surgeon. The soldiers were recruits 
In \vaitlng at Fort Columbus for trans- 
fer to the Ninth regiment, then sta- 
itloned oil the Pacific coast. The pas 
sage to'Charleston was made in three 
!days,' and at 'midnight on the 8th the 
•steamer, .with her lights out, stole 
linto the harbor. 
A strange steamer 


'lying iu the 'nrnlii ship channel, was 
'.encountered! Just; before daylight, and 
Bh'e r.ctire'd 'up the channel,- firing rock

.course until within three-fourths of a 
mile of Sumter and Moultrie, when she

•Island. The steamer sailed close to the 
.island in order to avoid the fire of Fort 
.Moultrie, as the commander had been 
iwarned that stfite troops were in pos- 
,sessiou, of Moultrie.

ed by telegraph from New York of the 
sailing of the relief expedition to Surn- 
i'tcr, for the. .South' Carolinians, had 
.made full preparations to give the par- 


(ty a ,warm reception. The battery ou 
'Morris island had been planted espe- 
4eleily "to guard'the channel. 
It was 


manned by cadets of the South Caro- 
lina Military academy, under command 
of Major P.

By a singular fortune the Ninth regi- 


ment had no further connection with 
the civil war''than that narrated of 
the Star of the West expedition. The 
recruits were forwarded to the post on 
the Pacific, and Lieutenant Woods was 


, promoted and assigned to volunteer 
commands. Beginning at the battle of 
, Shilph, 'where he was colonel of the 
•Seventy-sixth Ohio,' he fought under 
'Grant and Sherman to the end of the 
war, winning the brevets of major 
general in both the volunteer and regu- 
lar service. 
At Bentonville he com- 


manded 
a 
division, 
and 
possibly 


Hayneswortb's last shot was aimed at 
his line. 


But if the Ninth missed glorification 


in the civil war that Is the only con- 
flict of the republic In which Its flag 
was absent. 
Organized to fight the 


French in 1798, it had no chance to 
prove its mettle, but In the battles on 
the Canadian border in 1S14 its flag 
.was often bathed in blood. The Ninth 
fought gallantly in defense of Fort 
Erie, and at Lundy's Lane, In the 


)rig!ide led by General Scott, was th» 
•lily regiment of the command left'to 
•ally upon after the desperate fighting 
which decided the day. According to 
he custom of those times, the Ninth 
was credited to the state of Massa- 
'husetts, aud congress awarded honors 
o the Bay State for the prowess dis- 
>layed by her sons at Tandy's Lane. 
.n. the Mexican war the Xiuth was 
ed by a volunteer colonel, but in this 
case volunteer was not another name 
(or "greenhorn." 
Vermont, tbe home 


of heroes, numbered among her sous 
Truman Bishop Ransom, a soldier by 
raining and spirit. He had establish- 
ed and drilled the Vermont militia and 
also instructed men for the United 
States navy. 
When the government 


called for troops to fight Mexico, Eau- 
soiii volunteered and before tlie first 
mttle was colonel of the Ninth. The 
regiment at that time counted among 
ts subordinates William B. Taliaforro, 
who was one of Stonewall Jackson's 
Brigadiers; John S. Sloeurri, killed at 
Bull Run at the head of the First 
Rhode Island volunteers, and Jesse A. 
Gove, colonel of the Twelfth Massa- 
chusetts, killed at Gaines Mill. 


Colonel Ransom Mwas killed at the 


storming of the citadel of Chapultepec 
In a crisis similar to that 'which cost 
the life of Colonel, llscuni at Tien-tsin. 
The Ninth was in the division of Gen- 
eral Pillow and was selected to follow 
on the heels of the voltigeurs who 
stormed the wall outside the citadel, 
and In case of disaster to the .s.tprmers 
or delay in their attack the:.Njln'th.-was 
to charge forward in a skirmish line to 
the crest. Half way up the ascent the 
stormers met with a check, and the 
Ninth rushed forward only to find the 
way blocked by troops who would not 
or could not press on. Whilp trying to 
urge the line forward General Pillow 
wns wounded and Colonel Ransom 
shot dead when he was close up to the 
storming party showing his men the 
way to the crest. Tbe fall of. Its leader 
did not dismay the Ninth. It'crossed 
the wall surrounding the castle and en- 
tered into a race for the citadel with 
the Eighth infantry. Two lieutenants 
of the Eighth who were conspicuous In 
•this affair afterward made history as 
generals in the Confederate service. 
These were James Longstreet and 
George E. Pickett. 
Longstreet. was 


shot down while the line 'was strug- 
gling up the hill, and Pickett took the 
flag under his care. Hurrying forward 
to plant the colors on the dome of the 
citadel, Pickett found Major Seymour 
of the Ninth ahead of him and the flag 
of the conquered Mexicans lowered 
from the staff. The flag of the Eighth 
being the first at hand, Major Seymour 
ordered it run up to replace the Mexi- 
can banner.

General Pillow found numberless he 


roes among the rank and file of the 
Ninth at the storming of Chapultepec 
He named 17 officers and 11 enlisto.c 
men for conspicuous bravery during 
the attack ou the wall and citadel 
Fate1' seemed to have destined the 
Ninth for service on the Pacific coast 
for as soon as the Mexican war closec 
the regiment was rushed, to northern 
California.-
